THE METIS 


RESISTANCE 
PART 1: 
Gabriel Bumont 


This is the first part of two articles on the Métis 
resistance movement of yesteryear. On November 15, 1885, ex- 
actly 100 years ago this year, Louis Riel was hung in a Reg- 
ina prison for having been found guilty of treason. The 
total mis-carriage of justice in this case, and the struggle 
that the Métis people fought, cannot be forgotten. Part l, 
which is printed here, deals mostly with Gabriel Dumont. 

The lifestyle of the Métis, as well as the events that led up 
to the Red River rebellion, give a clear picture as to the 
reasons why this had happened, all of which are covered here. 
Part 2 will deal mostly with Louis Riel, and the rebellions 
at Duck Lake and Batoche. These battles are very much neces- 
sary to understand the events that led up to his trial, and 
execution. s 



















abriel Dumont is probably most well known for his 
part in the North West Rebellion. He showed brav- 
ery and courage in his struggles, and dedication 
towards the Métis people that would be hard to 
match. His memory will live on as long as there 
K24is a sense of justice among people in regard to 
taking back what is rightfully yours (in this.case land), 
and defending your right with your life.

Gabriel Dumont commanded the Métis forces during 
the Northwest Rebellion of 1885. 
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Gabriel Dumont settled beside Red River at St. Bon- 
iface around 1837. He spoke six Indian languages and French 
but only a few words of English, otherwise, he could neither 
read nor write. In the days of his youth he, like the other 
Métis boys, mastered his skills in shooting and hunting, 
later on in his life this would have great importance. 


In 1847 he lived in Saskatchewan at Fort Pitt, 
where the life style was buffalo hunting and fur trading in 
the summer. As well, the common lifestyle was very nomadic, 
travelling to where food was most plentiful. Winter life was 
hunting close to camp because the conditions were too cold to 
travel far. 


When the great small pox epidemic of 1858 hit, many 
Métis fled to try and avoid siclmess, Gabriel and family went 
to the Saskatchewan valley where his mother died probably 
from tuberculosis. After his mother's death he married Mad- 
eleine Wilkie, the daughter of the chief of many buffalo 
hunts. She would accompany him on many hunts at Red River 
where they returned to live, hunt and trade. 


The Métis and the Cree had always lived in relative 
harmony, but the Sioux had been hostile. In 1862 the Sioux 
chiefs felt the effects of the Yanks who were threatening 
their tribe, and decided it was time for peace with the Métis 
and Cree. The leading members of the Dumont clan, Gabriel, 
his father Isidore and his uncle Jean, met the Sioux chiefs 
at Devil's Lake in Dakota and made a treaty which neither 
side broke. Obviously, however, the Americans still acheived 
their goal of stealing the land from the Sioux, and all the 
other natives of North America. At the time of the Devil's 
treaty Gabriel Dumont became the leader of a small group of 
hunters in Saskatchewan who travelled together for mutual 
protection. They moved to Fort Carlton with other groups to 
create an organization for regulating hunts and to choose a 
permanent chief, Gabriel was chosen at the age of 25. From 
this time on he remained chief of all the Métis who wintered 
in this region, and when nomatic life was in sight, he assum- 
ed leadership. 

Permanent ‘settlements were built after the Buffalo 
started to disappear, and the first one was founded by hunt- 
ers under Dumont’s leadership. The village was named La 
Petite Ville, and was located near what is now Saskatoon. In 
the late summer of 1868 Father André came to the village and 
became quite good friends with Dumont, this friendship would 
have important consequences for the Saskatchewan Métis. 
Meanwhile on Red River the Métis foresaw distant political 
events that might change their lives. 





The Red River Rebellion 








When settling was occuring in the west. the French 
Canadians wanted their fair share of the land. The English 
Canadians, though, especially Ontario English, felt that the 
West was theirs. This built alot of tension between English 
and French citizens as well as religious tension with the 
English who were mostly Anglican (Protestant), and the French 
who were mostly Catholic: This made making land deals harder 
in the game of politics. The French lost. (The Indians and 
Métis didn't have much of a chance.) 


On December 1, 1869, the Hudson Bay Company sold 
the Red River lands (where the Métis and other people lived) 
for $1.5 million, and a small amount of land, Ottawa decided 
to appoint a Governor and fifteen councillors. The Métis had 
other plans, When the Hudson Bay Company passed control of 
the lands to the Canadian government, things got tense at Red 
River. 


The English settlers at Fort Garry decided that it 
was time to show their authority over the lands at Red River. 
The U.S. settlers decided it was their time to move in as 
well. Leaving the Métis, who were the majority at Red River 

„ with no control over the lands in which they inhabited. The 
Métis are the desendants of English and French fur traders 
and their Indian wives. They had decided to take their lands 
and create a "new nation", and to prevent the destruction of 
their way of life, and the á à = :

Red River had faced starvation through bad crops, 
and poor hunting at the time and the attempts by the govern- 
ment to create jobs hadn't worked so more tensions were 
rising. There was a young Métis who was educated in Ouebec, 
and a strong leader who was respected by the Métis, his name 
was Louis Riel.. Thi was the begining of his leadership. 


William McDougall was made Red River's first gov- 
ernor. He was seen, however as a threat to the Métis way of 
life and this caused REBELLION.. McDougall was to come up to 
claim that he was governor, so the Métis organized and forme: 
“The National Committee of the Métis at Red River", and they 
built a barrier to keep McDougall out. They put an order on 
it threatning him to stay out. McDougall described this as 
“contemptuous and insulting". The Métis took control of 
their lands and imposed their own power. 


Riel with 400 Métis then seized Fort Garry and too 
40 prisoners showing that they had power over the area and å 
especially the fort. They then decided to set up a temporary 
government until something more secure could be done. But 
time was getting thin, and on December first McDougall read a 
proclaima: 
Canada. Louis Riel was furious and armed with 600 men and 2 
cannons they attacked Schultz's store with an easy win. The 
men were paid with some of the spoils. From hearing this the 
then Prime Minister MacDonald cancelled the date of transfer. 
and considered Red River a foriegn country. This gave an 
opportunity for the people of Red River to vote and secure 
the land, Riel was voted president. Riel in return set the 
prisoners free that were taken at Fort Garry. Much drinking 
and partying was done to celebrate their victory. 


Apparently though the Canadian government changed 
it’s mind and on February 12th, one hundred men led by Boul- 
ton set out to attack Red River. The plans failed because it; 
was so cold and they were running out of supplies by the time 
they arrived. Instead it was decided that they would scare 
the Métis by marching past Fort Garry. They were then sur- 
rounded and taken prisoner at the Fort by the Métis. Boulton 
was to be executed for leading the attack but his life was 
spared by Riel. 


Thomas Scott (who you will rrobably be told about 
by the media this year) was a distrupter while being a pris- 
oner and was very much hated by the Métis. He was used as a 
scapegoat and after a vote the majority of the Métis won and 
he was executed. His killing inflamed opinion about the 
Métis in English Canada, and led to a demand for vengeance. 
A British garrison (still in Canada) and Canadian militia 
units were hurridly prepared, and readied for war. To get 
rid of the Métis two thousand troops under General Garnet 
Wolseley landed a few miles away from Fort Garry on August 
23, 1870. The Métis fled as well as Riel from fear of being 
annihilated. But a measure of victory had been won because 
the French and English were given equal rights in language 
and schooling. To the French Canadians this was a big vic- 
tory. This'victory was short lived, however, because as in 
all of the rights French Canadians have been given outside of 
Quebec, soon or later they get taken away. 


The news events of Red River excited the Métis on 
the western nlains. They realized that what happened at Red 
River could hapven at Saskatchewan River. Gabriel Dumont was 
concerned and journeyed to Fort Garry to confer with Riel and 
to offer his assistance. They had net in June 1870 and Dum- 
ont had advised Riel to begin guerilla warfare against Wolse- 
ley's column with the aid of 500 armed Métis and Indians from 
the Lake of the Woods. With Christian ethics getting in the 
way of both Riel and Bishop Taché, he refused, and planned 
instead to wait for the forces to get there instead of attac- 
king the railroad and sabotaging their equipment which would 
have made it harder for the government in the war they creat- 
ed. Dumont then returned to Saskatchewan to avoid quarreling 
with Bishop Taché and his views on patience. Wherever Dumont 
planned to build resistance and solidarity he was opposed by 
priests. 

The Métis hunters under Dumont left La Petite Villa 
and went to riverside lots at St. Laurent and Batoche, while 
Riel escaped to the U.S.. Dumont was then at Batoche where 
he had his ferry, and he led the buffalo hunts until 1881. 
Where later because of unnecessary hunting, and white men 
hunting for sport and fur led to (to put it lightly) the 
hunts not being worthwhile. Dumont was also involved in the 
first mpts - i 1f-government in the 
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Map showing the route taken 
by Colonel Garnet Wolseley and 
his troops in the summer of 1870. 
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This picture of Louis Riel was taken around 1878, a few years after 
the collapse of his provisional government at Red River. 


On December 10th, 1873 the people of South Saskat- 
chewan gathered outside church doors of St. Laurent to create 
the first government established in Canada west of Red River. 
They agreed only to have a government of their own until ax 
parliament was ready to take over. Dumont was named presi- 
dent, and he had a council of eight. The laws they had were 
minimal because of the then nature and ways of the Métis 
people. For instance, all crimes committed were payable by 
fines, and there is no mention of theft (except horses) 
because they just didn't steal off of each other. There is 
also no mention of violent crimes. In 1874 they had estab- 
lished laws dealing with buffalo hunting, trying to preserve 
them from the forseeable and almost certain annihilation, but 
this had no significant results because the herds were al- 
ready pretty well destroyed. The situation of Dumont enfor- 
cing Buffalo hunt laws angered the Canadian government and 
they considered this a very serious threat. Nothing came of 
this, however, because the law they had made was more along 
the lines of traditional rules of the hunt, and commonsense. : 


A In 1876 lieutenant or Morris arrived at Fort 
Carlton and the natives surrendered their rights to the pra- 
irie lands. This was the notorious treaty number 6, and no 
grants of land had been made available to) them through themes 
treaty. In 1877 Dumont re-emerged as the leader of the Métis = 
to present grievances to the outside authorities. They asked E 
for a school (finally granted in 1880), and aid with grain som 
5 and farm implements promised to them in treaty number 6. A 
lot of people supported these demands, even the Deputy Minis- 
ter of the Interior, Colonel J.S. Dennis, who served against 
Riel at Red River. He urged immediate action. 
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"It is a crying shame that the half-breeds have 
been ignored. It will result in troble and is most unjust.” 
Alexander Morris 
(as he retired from the lieautenant governorship 
of the territories)

Dear Comrades and friends: 


As you probably already know, the U.S. 
government , represented by the Joint Terrorist 
Task Force (JITF) has once again viciously 
attacked some of our most steadfast fighters in 
the Black Liberation and socialist movements in 
this country. 

On Wednesday night, October 17 1984, 
almost 500 FBI and NYC police swept across New 
York City simultaneously arresting Coltrane 
Chimerenga outside a Chinese restaurant where 
he had been eating, Roger Wareham on his way 
home, Lateefah Carter and Omowale Clay at a 
jazz concert at Smalls Paradise. They lined up 
20 cars outside a home at 80 Midwood street, 
calling the two women residents who were alone 
with their four children to " come out with 
your hands up". At the same time, they broke 
into an *apartment at 1700 Bedford ave., 
arresting Yvette Kelley and Colette Pean, 
knocking a 15 year old girl to the floor, 
handcuffing her and putting a gun to her head, 
mistaking her for the 47 year old Viola 
Plummer,a resident of Queens. Meanwhile they 
broke into the home of Viola Plummer, and found 
her 23 year old daughter returning home. They 
handcuffed her, threw her into a police car and 
told her she was under arrest, also mistaking 
her for Viola, who was in bed. They put a 
shotgun to the head of the infant who was in 
his crib at the house. Not so far from Viola's 
house these vicious storm troopers marched into 
her son Robert Taylor's apartment, arresting 
him at gunpoint while his wife and 2 
stood helplessly by.

While action so far has been mainly legal, 
it appears this avenue is exhausted, making the 
struggle a political one. It may help to write 
or call government officials.

The cheating of native people and the 
destruction of their way of life has 
practically been official policy for the past 


few hundred years. How can a people who were 
here long before the Canadian government was 
even thought of be so mistreated by this 
society? It's not only unfair, it stinks of 
racism and ruthless profiteering. The Lubicon 
Cree are only one example of people being 
mistreated for the sake of profits; there are 
many others. Perhaps our entire society is 
built on this strategy... it certainly reeks of 


"WE want a land base, we can't do anything 
without a land base" said Bernard Ominayak, 
chief of the Lubicon Lake Cree people. 

But this is exactly what is persistently 
being denied this Canadian native band. The 
300 member community lives about 900 km North- 
West of Edmonton, above Peace River. They have 
laid claim to 22 000 square km of territory, a 
land base taken away from them, 

This is in light of a long history of 
attempts to eliminate the band. They were 
recognized as a distinct band of Cree in 1939 
by the Canadian government, who approved their 
choice of a reserve in the area previously

natural resources on the land, the Alberta 
government took another look at the situation 
i in 1952.
